Unless the people of Edmonton, and 
presumably the people of all Alberta, be- 
gin to take this current election campaign 
a little more seriously, the next govern- 
ment of this province can be almost any- 


On Thursday night in Edmonton a 
Liberal party meeting drew an audience 
of 20 people, A CCF meeting was attended 
by 19 people. Two Social Credit meetings 
were cancelled entirely because nobody 
showed up but the chairmen and speakers. 
In one instance the janitor of the building 
did not even appear to unlock the door. 

The explanation of this apathy is not 
difficult to find. 

The people of Alberta are so utterly 
convinced that the Manning government 
will be returned that they are not inter- 
ested, apparently, in the arguments of the 
various candidates. 

This is a most unwholesome state of 
affairs. For a lackadaisical yote invites a 
lackadaisical administration.

The tacit understanding that the lead- 
ership of the Liberals should alternate 
between English-speaking and French- 
speaking Canadians has been carried out 
in the selection of the Rt. Hon. Louis St. 
Laurent as head of that party. 

Doubtless Mr. St. Laurent’s candidacy 
gained considerable support from English- 
speaking delegates through the fact that 
his age will normally preclude a long ten- 
ure of office. A 66-year-old man can hard- 
ly be expected to hold the post more than 
six or seven years since Mr. King himself 
is retiring, after 29 years of leadership, 
at the age of 73. 

It is probably the expectation that 
Mr. St. Laurent will relinquish the chief- 
tancy after one or two parliaments at 
most and the leadership will revert, tra- 
ditionally, to an English-speaking leader. 

But those who listened to the ovation 


are entitled to a fair hearing. They are all 
entitled to present their views before all 
the electorate. 

Even more dangerous is the fact that 
apathy in the campaign points to apathy 
in the voting. 

We believe the majority of the people 
of Alberta want the Manning government 
returned, We agree with the view that 
only the return of the Manning govern- 
ment will guarantee this province stable 
and decisive administration. 

But the Manning government will not 
be returned on wishful thinking or on a 
tacit approval that is not registered 
vigorously at the polls. 

Only votes will return the Manning 
government. 

Without those votes, based on a vital 
interest in the campaign, almost any kind 
of a conglomerate mess can be shoved 
into office. 

There is grave danger in the curent 
apathy. 

It is time the people of Edmonton 
and of Alberta began to give the election 
the live interest its importance demands.

Racial Amity in Canada 


The Daily Express of London pays 
a high compliment to Canada in discuss- 
ing a possible federation of Jews and 
Arabs in Palestine. It says that the suc- 
cessful union of French and British set- 
tlers in the 19th century in Canada shows 
that racial amity is possible within the 
bounds of a single political entity. 

This view of a competent observer 
from abroad is both valuable and inter- 
esting. For the average Canadian is wont 
to think of the union of French and Brit- 
ish in Canada as something of a political 
handicap and something that has been 
productive of friction and animosity. 

This opinion is so commonplace that 
the other side of the picture is usually 
forgotten. Actually, we see friction and 
animosity because we expect to see it. 
Frequently when we try to put our fingers 
on it it is not there at all. 

French and British conflict in Can- 
ada is largely legendary. There is natu- 
rally, some slight gulf between people who 
do not speak each other's language. 

But it is difficult to find an English- 
speaking Canadian who has ever met 
other than the finest courtesy and hos- 
pitality in even the remotest sections of 
Quebec,

It is equally difficult to find a 
French-speaking Canadian who can hon- 
estly complain of discrimination or ill- 
usage in the English-speaking parts of 
the country. 

As a matter of hard fact, Canadians 
of both French and British blood have a 
healthy respect and liking for each other. 
And whatever differences of opinion there 
may be are magnified out of all truthful 
proportions by those who have an interest 
in stirring up trouble betwen the two 
races. 

There are malcontent minorities, of 
course. But they do not represent the feel- 
ing or opinion of the great bulk of citizens 
of both races, 

The most convincing proof: of this 
fundamental racial amity in Canada lies 
in the fact that literally millions of Cana- 
dians of many racial origins are content 
to accept without question or resentment 
the potential political leadership of 
French-Canadian contenders for the posi- 
tion of Prime Minister Mackenzie King. 

The truth is that French and British 
conflict in Canada is largely a myth. And 
the Daily Express of London sees the fact 
more clearly than those of us who are too 
close to the situation to see it in true 
perspective.

Editor, Bulletin. — Mention is 


made in your July 17 issue, of 
construction work on the bridge 
across the Smoky, at Goodwin, 
east of Grande Prairie. The ar- 
ticle leaves the impression that 
this bridge is a benefit to set- 
tlers east of that river only, 
whereas it is a benefit to all tra 
velers on the Alaska highway, 
whether they come from Hali 
fax, New York or Mexico City, 
It is moreover, a benefit to 
the city of Edmonton, as that 
bridge, together with some other 
highway improvements between 
Edmonton and Dawson Creek, 
the “Whitecourt cutoff” in par. 
ticular, means a larger and more 
satisfied tourist traffic through 
Edmonton, This traffic, or large 
part of it, could easily be lost to 
the Edmonton and other districts 
to the south, due to the con- 
struction of the Hart highway in 
northern B.C, from Prince 
George to Dawson Creek. 
Years before the First World 
War settlers and travelers over 
the old “Edson Trail” dreamed 
of a bridge across the Smoky 
river, and a decent road to the 
“outside”, That dream was to 
remain a dream for almost 40 
years, until intense agitation by 
the people south of the Peace 


FROM TODAY’S NEWS 


River, in the last two years, 
made it a must on the part of 
the government. 

Edmontonians boast of a city 
population of better than 126,000 
but do they ever stop to consider 
what makes it possible. Some of 
the finest farm land in the prov- 
ince, of course, but that in itself 
is not enough. 

It's such things as the Leduc 
oil fields, now, to help, but 
through past years, and all the 
future years it will be the north, 
with its mineral resources, and 
agriculture of the Grande Prai 
rie and Peace River districts, of 
Yellowknife and Great Bear, the 


tourist traffic to Alaska, the

Sweden's declaration that she 
intends to maintain “armed neu- 
trality” in a third world war and 
her efforts to persuade Norway 
to join her in this stand, have 
been causing the western powers 
much concern—a concern which 
has been conveyed repeatedly, 
though informally, to Stockholm, 

Norway has been anyicus to 
keep her doors open to military 
co-operation with the western 
powers. However, discussions 
regarding a Scandinavian de- 
fence alliance, initiated by Swed- 
en, have been going on for sev- 
eral months. 

Swedish sources say Britain be- 
lieves the western powers are 
so strong in the Mediterranean 
that the Russians couldn't make 
headway there . Thus the only 
feasible place for the Muscovites 
to open a front would be Scandi- 
navia. Hence the desire to see 
those northern countries in the 
democratic bloc. 

The crux of the matter ts that 
there len't a ghost of a chance for 


Scandinavia to remain neutral in 
a war between the Communist 
block and the democracies. 

That is true not only of Scan- 
dinavia but of every other coun- 


try in Europe—true of most 
countries in the world, so far as 
that goes, 


As a matter of fact the “cold” 
war between the Bolshevists and 
the democracies is a third world 
war. In some places, like China 
and Greece, it actually is a shoot- 
ing war, 

What a lot of folk in the de- 
mocracies don't yet realize is 
that they are up against an en- 
tirely new form of warfare. It is 
ideological and therefore decep- 
tive—but it is far more dangerous 
than the outright military strug- 
gles for power in the past. 

The old wars were destructive 
of life, property and resources. 
But this new world revolution for 
the spread of Communism aims at 
destroying the freedom of coun- 
tries and depriving their citizens 
of man's bill of righta .

Regarding the 12% per cent 
royalty, are not the recent in- 
creases in the price of gasoline 
sufficient to fully cover the 
whole 12% per cent? So that the 
Dominion government pays for 
the exploration and the con- 
sumers pay the Alberta govern- 
ment the 12 per cent presum- 
ably paid by the oil company. 

No wonder Canada is short of 
U.S. dollars. What is the matter 
with we Canadians, anyway? If 
by private enterprise we cannot 
compete with U.S. private enter- 
prise that is twelve times as big, 
yet by means of co-operative or 
governmental effort we can com- 
pete with the world. 

Personally I am glad to see 
the oil developed because we 
need the oil. It is better to have 
the oil to use than having it 
lying in the ground, even though 
the profits go out of the country 
by tens of millions of dollars. 
But by co-operative and govern- 
ment action why can we not 
have the oil and the profits also? 

We need both the oil for our 
tractors and the profits to pay 
off our enormous debts to the 
United States. Under the pres- 
ent policy Canadians do not get 
the profits and the co-operative 
oil refinery of Regina cannot get 
enough crude oil to keep it 
going. 

It seems to me that Alberta's 
oll policy needs to be attacked 
by Mr. E, Roper and that he 
needs to be backed on Aug. 17 
by those who do the work in 
Alberta in both rural and urban 
areas, 

Those who own most of the oil 
of Alberta will naturally object 
and back the present govern- 
ment and its present policy to 
the limit,

This type supplies the ranks of 
revolutionaries in every country, 
and is immediately recognizable 
to the practiced eye. 

Miss Elizabeth Bentley, whe 
testified last Friday that she had 
joined a Comniunist spy ring and 
now has turned to tell all, also 
was an “alert, exceptionally well- 
read” young woman, educated 
at Vassar and abroad, convinced 
for a long time that in prying 
into state secrets she was serv- 
ing a “higher good.” 

The chief defendants in the 
Canadian spy case also were of 
this type. There was nothing 
wrong with their intellects, but 
they were distinctly cases of 
psychological maladjustment. 

There was nothing wrong, 
either, with the intellects of the 
Nazi leaders. Imelligence tests 
showed many of them to be on 
the “genius” level. 

They also combined a patho 
logical capacity for cruelty with 
extreme sentimentality. Goering 
loved animals; Hess was a mystic; 
Hitler's massacre of the Jews 
was justified as a crusade for 
“purity.” Robespierre, Marat and 
Lenin were all idealists, with 
only a painful predilection for 
cutting off heads. 

And Miss West, who covered 
the trials of the British traitors 
and the Nuremberg criminals 
with unsurpassed insight into 
psychological maladjustments and 
reported their stories in “The 
Meaning of Treason,” apparently 
recognized prototypes of these 
in the Wallace convention. 

To her, this recognition In 
America would, indeed, be “hor-
